(AP)—The task of lifting 
agriculture from the 
post- 


war depression called con- 
gress together for its first 
special session since Presi- 
dent Harding sought to en- 
act ship subsidy legislation 
in 1922. 


While not even the moat optimis- 


tic contend any single 
piece 
of 


legislation will automatically bring 
prosperity to the farmers overnight 
the plotting out of the foundation 
on which that objective Is to. be at- 
tempted has been fairly well ac- 
complished. 
It has been decided to create a 


federal farm board intended to con- 
cern itself intimately with prob- 
lems of the farm and to suggest 
what it considers the 'best method 
of bringing about a more prosper- 
ous rural 'situation. 


At the same time It is setting 


out 
basic 
principles, 
the board 


would be expected to call upon the 
farmers organizations 
to. co-oper- 


ate in putting these principles in- 
to operation.

GENEVA, April 15.--C11)—The pre- 


paratory disarmament commission 
held its opening meeting at Gene- 
va today, President Loudon, in his 
address urging delegates to hasten 
on with their work. He declared 
public opinion was becoming impa- 
tient and rightly so. 


He urged the delegates to take 


up the Russian 
plan for partial 


disarmament and the general pro- 
posal for publicity as well as the 
question of limitation of stocks of 
war material together with unset- 
tled points in the draft convention. 
These unsettled points, he explain- 
ed, included chemical warfare, air 
armaments,, naval and air effectiv- 
es, land armaments, naval arma- 
ments and budgetary expenditures. 


President Loudon read a lengthy 


letter from Clifford B. Harmon of 
Philadelphia, president of the In- 
ternational League of 
Aviators, 


sugesting the organization of an 
air force to Itecp peace' in

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TEXAS STATESMAN 
AND LAWYER DROPS 
DEAD INCOURTROOM 


FORMER SENATOR BAILEY 
HAD JUST CEASED ARGU- 


MENT IN SHERMAN CASE 


SHERMAN, April 13.— 


(AP)—Joseph 
W. Bailey, 


former United Stales sena- 
tor dropped dead in the dis- 
trict court room here at noon 
today after making a plea 
in connection for the trans- 
fer of the Red River Bridge 
company 'suit to the federal 
court. 


Senator Bailey sat down after 


making his plea to the judge and 
never spoke again. 


Court attaches saw his head 


drop slightly forward. They called 
a physician and a pulmotor. In a 
few minutes, he was pronounced 
dead, and .the body removed from 
the court room. 


Senator Bailey was an attorney 


for the Red Kiver Bridge company 
and came 
here 
yesterday from 


Tulsa, Okla., to fight a petition by 
^he state of Texas for an Injunc- 
tion to discontinue toll collections 
at the bridge. His plea had been 
for the transference of the case 
to the federal courts. 
State's Right* Exponent 


A firm believer in 
Jeffersonian 


democracy, Senator 3ailey, whose 
home was in Dallas, was long look- 
ed upon as one of the greatest na- 
tional exponents of state's rights 
as opposed to the power of a cen- 
tral government. 


Although a believer in woman's 


rights and prohibition, he opposed 
constitutional amendments provid- 
ing for these changes, and it was 
said these stands cost him consid- 
erable political following in Texas. 
• Senator Bailey was born in Co- 
•piah county, Mississippi, Oct. 6, 
1863. Afetr receiving his education 
at law at Cumberland 
university, 


Lebanon, Tenn.. ho was admitted to 
the bar in 1883. He married in 
Mississippi, going back to his old 
home state from Texas for 
his 


bride. 
He had two sons, Weldon Bailey, 


•who had a ranch in Arizona, and 
J. W.' Bailey. Jr., a member of the 
law firm of Bailey, Nickels and 
Bailey which opened offices in Dal- 
las in 1920. 
Starts Career Early 


Bailey 
first 
gained 
political 


prominence -in 1884 as a presiden- 
tial elector from Georgia. In 1887, 
Mr. Bailey was offered the demo- 
cratic nomination 
to the United 
States houso 
of representatives 


from Texas which he declined. At 
the next election, however, he was 
elected from the old fifth district 
to succeed Judge 
Silas Hare of 


Sherman. 
He was reelected successively, to 


the fifty-second through the fifty- 
sixth congresses from 1891 to 1901. 
He then opposed Senator Horace 
Chilton for ,the senatorship and 
•was elected. He served two terms 
in the senate. He resigned in 1912 
about a year before the expiration 
of his second term in 1913, and en- 
tered private legal practice. 
He was a candidate for governor 


of Texas against Pat M. Neff in 
1920 and was defeated. 
It was 


then the law firm was formed in 
Dallas where he lived up to his 
death today. 
Able to Hold Cpooncr 
It was frequently said that dur- 


'ing his career in congress, Mr. 
Bailey was 
the only democrat to 


successfully hold at bay John C. 
•Spooner. Illinois republican. 
In the 


effort of the senate to unseat the 
late Senator Ben Tilman,

Carolina, Senator Bailey came to 
his defense and won a complete 
victory In the face of a republican 
majority.

He was a steadfast defender of 


state's rights, having never surren- 
dered any of his convictions on this 
principle.

While in the senate, he made a 


strenuous fight to amend the in- 
terstate commerce commission law 
to include pipe line carriers, which 
I's said to have aroused the enmity 
of several large oil companies. He 
xvas active also in all tariff legis-

raw materials where 


finished products carried protec- 
tion. He contended that the farm 
nnd ranch should enjoy the same 
protection 
from foreign competi- 


tion as the manufacturers.

\vavs opposed government owner- 
ship of railroads believing in an 
pconomy of government and strict 
adherence ot the federal constitu- 


1 He resigned from the senate in 
1912 to resume the private practice 
of la\v. He was then prevailed up- 
on bv friends to become a candi- 
date for governor and was defeatecl 
by Governor Pat M. Neff in 1920.

rights he had opposed federal pro- 
hibition, though always a champion 
of both local option and state pro- 
hibition, and also consistently op- 
posed federal woman's suffrage,
